Starting Monday, the 
Capital District Health Au¬ 
thority will no longer 
serve deep-fried items at 
its hospital-run cafeterias. 
They will be replaced by 
healthier options, includ¬ 
ing baked chicken nuggets 
and baked potato wedges. 

“We, as a health-care or¬ 
ganization, want to be a 
leader and set an example 
in our community,” CDHA 
spokesman Peter Graham 
said Thursday night. 

“Part of that is to 
demonstrate positive and 
healthy behaviour around 
eating.” 

Graham said they have 
been working on changing 
their retail food policy for 
more than two years, with 
an easy decision being “to 
remove deep-fried foods 
from our menu.” 

This decision should 
bring smiles to some hos¬ 
pital cardiologists, who 
have spoken publicly 
about the need to 
eliminate deep-fried foods 
from these cafeterias. 

As for patients and visi¬ 
tors who will be opposed, 
Graham said they “contin¬ 
ue to have a choice of 
what they want to eat, just 
as we as an organization 
have the choice of what 
we want to offer.” 

“There’s nothing 
stopping individuals from 
going elsewhere to select 
foods that they want,” he 
said. 
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Ogilvie gets nod

2, with Judge Bill MacDon¬ 
ald to hear cases recom¬ 
mended by a team of ex¬ 
perts every Monday.

McPhee explained “if 
someone truly feels they 
didn’t commit the offence 
of which they are charged, 
they have the opportunity 
to stay in the trial court,” 
which can then refer them 
to the mental health court. 

Greene said her son 
can’t be punished like a 
criminal because it would 
feed into his delusion. 
“He’s not a criminal,” she 
said. “He’s a mentally ill 
person.”

Don’t kid yourself when it 
comes to tropical storm 
Danny. 

“It could still pack a pret¬ 
ty good punch,” Bob Ro- 
bichaud, a warning pre¬ 
paredness meteorologist 
with Environment Canada, 
said Thursday. 

Although Danny doesn’t 
appear to have as much 
muscle as hurricane Bill, 
Robichaud said the latest 
weather system in the At¬ 
lantic Ocean is “gathering 
strength” and headed our 
way. 

He said Danny is expect¬ 
ed to intensify into a hurri¬ 
cane when it whirls 
through waters off the 
coast of the northern Unit¬ 
ed States early this week¬ 
end, and then transition 
into a post-tropical storm 
just before passing 
through Nova Scotia, likely 
late Saturday night or early 
Sunday morning. 

“These things aren’t to 
be taken lightly, even 
though they’ve completed 
the transition process,” Ro¬ 
bichaud said at the Canadi¬ 
an Hurricane Centre in 
downtown Dartmouth, 
pointing to a screen show¬ 
ing that Danny could track 
straight through the 
province. 

But he said it’s too early 
to put “too much stock in

“Any time you have a 
tropical-type storm headed 
your way, you’ve got to be 
prepared for it,” Robichaud 
said.

Father of young autistic boy upset by treatment of son on Halifax city bus

A Dartmouth couple says 
Metro Transit’s response 
to concerns about how 
their autistic son was 
recently treated while rid¬ 
ing a bus has so far been 
“deplorable” and wants to 
talk to the public transit 
authority about how to 
better deal with those 
who have special needs. 

“They haven’t contacted 
us at all,” David Croft, fa¬ 
ther of eight-year-old Iza- 


ak, said late Thursday af¬ 
ternoon. Izaak is one of 
several children partici¬ 
pating in a summer day 
camp put on by the 
Autism Society of Nova 
Scotia. 

Camp leaders told Croft 
Izaak was kicked off the 
bus Wednesday because 
the driver was frustrated 
with his screaming, while 
the group was on their 
way back from The Dis¬ 
covery Centre in Halifax 
to the camp on Joseph 
Howe Drive. 

“The bus driver said that 


he couldn’t drive the bus 
with that kid screaming,” 
Croft said, emphasizing 
he wasn’t there but 
learned of the day’s events 
from the camp director, 
who accompanied Izaak 
off the bus. 

Croft said Izaak’s 
screaming was “likely a re¬ 


sponse to sensory stim¬ 
uli.” 

“He just gets over¬ 
whelmed by something in 
his environment, because 
he’s mostly non-verbal,” 
he explained. 

Metro Transit spokes¬ 
woman Lori Patterson said 
Thursday a surveillance 


video shows the driver did 
say “I can’t drive if that 
continues,” but denied 
Izaak was ever kicked off 
the bus. “The counsellor... 
took it upon himself to go 
back, get the child and get 
off the bus.” 

Patterson called the 
whole situation “unfortu¬ 
nate.” She said Metro 
Transit did leave a mes¬ 
sage with the Crofts, but 
hadn’t spoken with them 
as of Thursday.

During a hearing Monday, 
Muise was authorized to 
have two unescorted tempo¬ 
rary absences that will allow 
him to stay with his girl¬ 
friend — 24 hours in the 
first month and 48 hours for 
the second month should he 
abide by the rules.

Twenty graduate students 
from Nova Scotia will be 
able to do research as in¬ 
terns for local businesses 
thanks to funding an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

Doctoral student Ashley 
George said the $400,000 
Accelerate Nova Scotia pro¬ 
gram would help give him 
that little bit extra. 

“It’s fantastic,” the Dal- 
housie University computer 
science student said at the 
announcement in Halifax. 
“It supplements your regu¬ 
lar funding from the univer¬ 
sity, so it’s above and be¬ 
yond what you would nor¬ 
mally get as a graduate stu¬ 
dent. I can’t complain.” 

But George, in the middle 
of an eight-month intern¬ 
ship, said other students are 
still scraping by. 

“I think I’m a special case. 
I think most students do 
live paycheck to paycheck, 
and that’s just the nature of 
graduate funding. I guess 
you sacrifice a lot for a ca¬ 


reer in science.” 

The program will give 20 
students a minimum of 
$10,000 per four-month in¬ 
ternship. It is cost-shared by 
the province, the federal 


government and industry. 

Arvind Gupta, scientific 
director at Simon Fraser 
University, said his students 
often leave the province or 
the country after they grad¬ 


uate because there aren’t 
enough financial incentives 
here. 

“For me this is one the 
saddest things that hap¬ 
pens,” he said. “My students 
will get a degree and then 
often leave. They’ll come in¬ 
to my office and be like, 
‘I’ve got this great opportu¬ 
nity from a company in Cal¬ 
ifornia.’” 

Gupta hopes the new 
funding will encourage 
them to stay in Nova Scotia, 
or at least Canada. He said it 
will also help in less obvi¬ 
ous ways. 

“I had a young woman 
say to me that when she 
went to do an internship 
she had to buy different 
clothes,” he said. “So stu¬ 
dents have extra costs when 
they do these internships. It 
helps compensate them for 
that.” 

Education Minister Mari¬ 
lyn More said the funding 
would also help businesses. 

“It’s going to allow them 
to access the skills and 
knowledge and expertise of 
graduate students and post¬ 
doc students,” More said.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper was labelled Cana¬ 
da’s political “patronage 
king” and a “hypocrite” 
yesterday after tossing 
aside his oft-repeated 
promise not to name 
unelected Canadians to 
the Senate. 

Harper named nine new 
senators, including Doug 
Finley (Ontario) his cam¬ 
paign chair, Carolyn Stew- 
art-Olsen (New Brunswick), 
his long-time communica¬ 
tions assistant, and Conser¬ 
vative Party of Canada 
president Don Plett (Mani¬ 
toba). 

“He is not only a com¬ 
plete hypocrite, he is now 
officially the Senate pa¬ 
tronage king,” Liberal MP 
Ujjal Dosanjh (Vancouver 
South) said. 

“He is unequalled in 


Canadian history as the on¬ 
ly prime minister to have 
made 27 senate appoint¬ 
ments in a single year and 
he beat (Progressive Con¬ 
servative prime minster) 
Robert Borden who made 
26 (in 1917),” he said. 

Harper appointed 18 


senators in December, in¬ 
cluding CTV’s Mike Duffy, 
as he attempts to outnum¬ 
ber the Liberal-dominated 
Red Chamber. Senators are 
paid $132,000 a year plus 
benefits and are not re¬ 
quired to retire until they 
turn 75. Critics call it cash

Pollster warns Liberals as Tories gain in Ontario 


The federal Conservatives 
have a slight polling lead 
and have pulled even with 
the opposition Liberals in 
the key battleground of 
Ontario, a new poll shows. 

The Tory gains come as 
the Liberals mull whether 
to force an early election. 

But the advice from the 
Elcos pollster is: Don’t be 
hasty. 

“This week’s national 
sample of vote intention ... 
suggests they (the Liberals) 
may want to think twice,” 
Elcos said Thursday in re- 


“They may want to 
think twice.” 

Ekos tells the Liberals 

leasing the results. 

The Ekos poll showed 
the Conservatives at 32.6 
per cent of decided voters 
and the Liberals at 30.9 per 
cent, roughly the same as a 
week earlier. 

The two parties tied at 
37 per cent in Ontario, 
Canada's most populous 
province. 


Polls have shown the ri¬ 
vals neck and neck this 
summer, though one re¬ 
leased Monday gave the To¬ 
ries an 11-point lead.

A California girl abducted

Kennedy's death leaves 
questions in U.S. finance, 
health-care reform 


politics The death of U.S. 
Senator Edward Kennedy 
clouds the outlook for over¬ 
hauling U.S. financial regu¬ 
lation, with all eyes now on 
Senator Christopher Dodd. 

The next move of the 
Connecticut Democrat, a 
close friend of his late Mas¬ 
sachusetts colleague, will go 
a long way toward deter¬ 
mining the scope and scale 
of financial reform. The 
Obama administration and 
congressional Democrats, 
including Dodd, want to 
tighten regulation of banks 
and capital markets in re¬ 
sponse to the worst finan¬ 
cial crisis in decades. 

As chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, Dodd 
has a central role to play in 
financial reform, but some 


analysts and lobbyists ques¬ 
tion whether he will play it 
in the end. 

Now that Kennedy has 
died, Dodd could take over 
as chairman of the Senate 
health committee, which is 
handling the heated debate 
over health-care reform, a 
cause dear to his old friend. 

If Dodd assumes the 
health panel chairmanship, 
as some lobbyists and ana¬ 
lysts expect, he would leave 
behind a complicated suc¬ 
cession problem in the 
banking committee. 

Unravelling it would like¬ 
ly mean significant delays in 
considering the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s proposals to 
tighten financial oversight, 
say lobbyists, who asked not

tv A federal appeals court 
has thrown out a $37.6- 
million fine and three-year 
infomercial ban against 
Kevin Trudeau, who has 
long battled regulators 
over his marketing of 
“cures” for obesity, disease 
and financial woe. 

Thursday’s ruling by the 
Seventh Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Chicago sends 
back to a lower court a 
case accusing the TV pitch¬ 
man of misleading 
marketing that violated 
his 2004 settlement with 
the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion. 

FTC spokesman Peter 
Kaplan had no immediate 
comment. A lawyer for 
Trudeau did not immedi¬ 
ately return a call seeking 
comment.

The U.S. military in 
Afghanistan defended it¬ 
self Thursday against accu¬ 
sations that a company it 
employs was rating the 
work of reporters and sug¬ 
gesting ways to make 
their war coverage more 
positive. 

Stars and Stripes, a news¬ 
paper for U.S. troops, said it 
had obtained documents 
prepared for the U.S. mili¬ 
tary by the Rendon Group, a 
Washington-based commu¬ 
nications firm that graded 
journalists’ work as “posi¬ 
tive,” “neutral” or “nega¬ 
tive.” 

The newspaper, partly 
funded by the Pentagon but 
editorially independent, 
said the journalists’ profiles 
included suggestions on 
how to “neutralize” nega¬ 
tive stories and generate 
favourable coverage. 

It published a pie chart 
which it said came from a 
Rendon report on the cover¬ 
age of a reporter for an 
unidentified major U.S. 


Reaction 

The Stars and Stripes re¬ 
port, published Wednesday, 
sparked condemnation from 
organizations representing 
U.S. and international jour¬ 
nalists.

Visa vigilance needed 

High levels of fraud and misrepresentation prevalent

-he federal govern¬ 
ment is quite right¬ 
ly investigating the 
case of Suaad Hagi 
Mohamud and 
why the visa section of our 
high commission in Nairo¬ 
bi initially agreed with the 
local authorities that she 
was not the rightful bearer 
of the passport she used 
when attempting to leave 
Kenya in May. 

For those who think this 
action may be sympto¬ 
matic of a general disposi¬ 
tion on the part of our high 
commission to be overly 
suspicious or indifferent to¬ 
wards our citizens who 
happen to come from the 
region, Canadians should 
be aware, however, of the 
veiy high levels of misrep¬ 
resentation, including 
identity fraud, that Canadi¬ 



an visa offices have to con¬ 
tend with on a daily basis. 

This problem is by no 
means confined to posts in 
Africa, nor is it a recent 
phenomenon. In the 
1950s, for example, 
it was discovered 
that a large propor¬ 
tion of immigrants 
who had recently ar¬ 
rived from Hong 
Kong had done so 
fraudulently. The 
problem was so mas- Suaad Hagi 
sive that Ottawa de- Mohamud 
cided it was not prac¬ 
tical to tiy to send them all 
back and eventually regu¬ 
larized the status of the 
more than 11,000 people. 

This problem, moreover, 
has not gone away. In 2002, 
the immigration office in 
Hong Kong reported half of 
the 33,000 immigration 
cases awaiting processing 
involved misleading or 
fraudulent information. In 
the case of applications 
from China, our largest 
source of immigration, ac¬ 


cess to information re¬ 
quests in recent years have 
revealed, for example, that 
57 per cent of student visa 
applications from Fujian 
Province in China 
were submitted with 
fraudulent docu¬ 
ments while a sam¬ 
pling of business im¬ 
migration applica¬ 
tions from that 
country found that 
only 35 per cent 
were bona fide. 

In the case of our 
second largest 
source country, India, al¬ 
though the rejection rate 
for applications at our 
largest visa office, Delhi, is 
only 19 per cent, in Chandi¬ 
garh in the Punjab, most 
had to be turned down due 
to fraudulent documents or 
other forms of misrepre¬ 
sentation. 

At some of our posts, 
such as those in the former 
Soviet Union, fraudulent 
applications have also fre¬ 
quently involved attempts 


by criminal elements to en¬ 
ter Canada. 

At our office in Nairobi, 
fraud, and particularly 
identity fraud, is a major 
problem. This takes a num¬ 
ber of forms, including 
claims that children being 
brought into Canada are 
one’s own offspring when, 
in fact, they are someone 
else’s. In such cases, DNA 
testing often becomes nec¬ 
essary — which is expen¬ 
sive and time consuming. 

While Mohamud’s case 
should be carefully exam¬ 
ined to find out what went 
wrong and how it can be 
avoided in the future, 
Canadians should be under 
no illusions regarding the 
high levels of fraud that 
many of our visa offices 
have to deal with on a regu¬ 
lar basis and the difficulty 
this poses in terms of mak¬ 
ing fair and timely deci¬ 
sions.

Donald Marshall statue more deserving 



Edward Cornwallis paid 
people to murder children. 
Seriously. 

If you killed a Mi’kmaq 
child, cut off his or her 
scalp and brought it to 
Cornwallis, he’d hand you 
cash. Women were also 
worth a few bucks — and 
men, too. What did he do 
with all the scalps people 
brought him? I have no 
idea. 

Maybe you’re struggling 
to put a face to the name. 
No problem. Stop by the 
train/bus station in down¬ 
town Halifax, or glance up 
as you pedal to the south- 
end Superstore. There’s a 
lovely statue of Cornwallis 


in a pretty park named for 
him. It even has a helpful 
plaque, telling you Corn¬ 
wallis founded Halifax in 
1749. No mention of this 
lcid-lcilling thing. Fair 
enough — it would be a bit 
embarrassing if all those 
wandering cruise-ship 
tourists noticed we had a 
big statue for the governor 
who issued the notorious 
“scalping proclamation” in 
1749. 

Mi’kmaq historian and 
Spiyfield resident Daniel 
Paul has an interesting 
idea. He says we should 
take down Cornwallis’ stat¬ 
ue and replace it with one 
of Donald Marshall Jr. Be¬ 
fore his untimely death at 
55 a few weeks ago, Mar¬ 
shall won two landmark le¬ 
gal cases: One that shone a 
light on the systemic 
racism in Nova Scotian 


courts and the other a fa¬ 
mous victory upholding 
Mi’kmaq treaty rights. 

The first cost him 11 
years in prison for a mur¬ 
der he didn’t commit. 

Paul, the author of We 
Were Not the Savages, 
thinks it would be a fitting 
tribute and would show 
Nova Scotia was moving 
beyond systemic racism. 
He told me people say the 
whole scalping thing was 
such a long time ago, why 
the big fuss? If it’s such a 
small deal, he wondered, 
why not take the statue 
down? 

The usual defence for 
Cornwallis is it was war. 
There was the Dartmouth 
incident: Allegedly, a 

group of Mi’kmaq men 
murdered a group of un¬ 
armed white men, prompt¬ 
ing governor Cornwallis to 


start paying people to mur¬ 
der any Mi’kmaq person 
they could find. Let’s say 
this happened. Does that 
mean you can murder any 
Mi’kmaq person? 

Remember those Canadi¬ 
an soldiers who tortured 
and killed Shidane Abulcar 
Arone in Somalia in 1993? 
Want to put up a statue ho¬ 
nouring them? How about 
if, after another IED attack 
killed a Canadian soldier, a 
Canadian general offered 
cash for the heads of all 
Pashtun men, women and 
children. 

Statue? No? 

So let’s get rid of Ed¬ 
ward’s statue. 

I’d much rather stand 
with Marshall.

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Fear of web worm grows 


In the shadowy world of 
computer viruses, the po¬ 
tential for Armageddon — 
or its digital equivalent — 
seemingly lurks around 
every corner. Such is the 
challenge faced by comput¬ 
er security experts every 
day. 

Many are easily stopped, 
but others appear to defy 
every effort at eradication. 
Those include a particularly

savvy program called Con- 
ficker, which attacks com¬ 
puters running Microsoft 
Windows software and re¬ 
cruits them into a vast 
army of similarly compro¬ 
mised machines known as 
a botnet. 


The worm is conserva¬ 
tively estimated to have in¬ 
fected at least three million 
computers around the 
world, although most have 
no idea their machines 
have been co-opted. 

The concern is that the 


program’s creators will re¬ 
motely use the botnet’s col¬ 
lective computing powers 
for some sinister purpose. 

“Like many of these bot¬ 
nets, it’s a sleeping army,” 
said Graham Cluley, a sen¬ 
ior technology consultant 
with antivirus firm Sophos 
Pic. “It just lies and waits 
there for instructions. But 
so far there are no instruc¬ 
tions.” REUTERS 


Clean energy revolution needed, study says 


climate Research into clean 
energy technology should 
get a leading role in new 
UN climate pact ahead of 
ever tougher curbs on 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
a study said on Friday. 

“We need to start talking 
a lot more about the tech¬ 
nological revolution,” said 
Bjorn Lomborg, a Danish 


statistician and author of 
The Skeptical Environmen¬ 
talist who commissioned 
the report to give alterna¬ 
tive ideas for a new UN cli¬ 
mate treaty. 

Stressing deep cuts in car¬ 
bon emissions before tech¬ 
nologies were ready was a 
“doomed approach,” ac¬ 
cording to the study led by 


Chris Green, a specialist in 
environmental economics 
at McGill University. 

The report said that a 
new UN climate treaty due 
to be agreed in Copenhagen 
in December risked putting 
emphasis on “how much to 
do in the next period, 
rather than how to do it.”

Medals piling up 

Big day at Games brings N.S. closer to record

Nova Scotia is pushing for 
its best medal total in his¬ 
tory at the Canada Games 
in Prince Edward Island. 

The province piled up 13 
medals on Thursday, 
bumping its total to 34 
heading into the final 
weekend.

that try to capture the spirit 
of the malce-love-not-war 
decade (this weekend’s Tak¬ 
ing Woodstock) the films of 
and about the ‘60s paint a 
portrait of a decade of 
change. 

Jack Nicholson claims to 
have watched Head, a psy¬ 
chedelic movie he helped 
write and produce, and 
starring The Monlcees, 
“Like, 158 times.” Seen 
through modern eyes it’s 
hard to imagine multiple 
viewings of this strange 
movie, but there is a cer¬ 
tain crazy charm to it. 

More a stream-of- 
consciousness rant than an 
actual movie, Head is 
jammed full of musical 
numbers, film satires and 
references to ‘60s hot but¬ 
ton topics like Vietnam and 
eastern religions. 

As a movie it’s kind of a 
frustrating experience — 
Wikipedia says “even fans 
tend to disagree whether 


the film is a landmark of in¬ 
novative fihnmaking or 
simply a fascinating mess” 
— but it does capture the 
anarchic spirit of its time.

when I was 
asked to do Fi¬ 
nal Destina¬ 
tion 2. And I’m 
not sure that I’m 
proud of myself that 
I’ve gotten so into it,” he 
says. 

One thing he is proud 
of is the fact that the 
fourth film has some¬ 
thing the others didn’t. In

the latest chap¬ 
ter — the “the” 
in the title is sup¬ 
posed to suggest 
this will be the last, 
according to producers — 
viewers get a new ele¬ 
ment: Gooey, gory may¬ 
hem in full-on 3-D. 

“It’s going to be the fu¬ 
ture of a lot of films, but I 


don’t think it’s going to 
replace 2-D,” Ellis says. 

“I don’t think people are 
ready for that. But there 
will be more and more 
films that it makes sense 
to shoot in 3-D.” 

The director wasn’t 
alone in his hesitance 
about horror. “I don’t do 
well with blood,” admits 


Shantel Vansanten, who 
stars as one of the group of 
attractive young people 
spared from a horrific acci¬ 
dent because of a friend’s 
premonition — only to 
have death hunt them 
down one by one. 

“I don’t do well with 
goiy films at all. I’d never 
watched any of them prior

to booking the film.” 

What she got was a crash 
course. With three films in 
the series already done, au¬ 
diences are familiar 
enough with the formula 
that the filmmakers didn’t 
need to worry about too 
much besides creating 
more intricate and inter¬ 
esting death scenes. 

“We skipped all the ex¬ 
position and just got to 
what people wanted to 
see,” says Bobby Campo, 
the film’s lead. 

And that formula is 
something that The Final 
Destination does well, of¬ 
fering a unique experience 
of pure spectacle that nev¬ 
er takes itself too seriously. 
But, the cast admits it’s an 
awful lot to take in for the 
average viewer, especially 
in 3-D. 

Co-star Nick Zano says 
he’s worried about taking 
him mother to the pre¬ 
miere, and not just be¬ 
cause of all the blood. 

“My mom is hypersensi¬ 
tive. She cries over any¬ 
thing,” he says. 

“I’m just afraid she’ll 
start ciying during my sex 
scene.”

Taking Woodstock promis¬ 
es to be a comedy. It even 
has a comedian as its lead¬ 
ing man. But it is not fun¬ 
ny — not even laugh in 
your head funny. 

We’d prefer to pin most 
of the blame on the lead, 
non-actor Demetri Martin, 
who, no matter how much 
he self-deprecatingly claims 
he didn’t know what he 
was doing (and he’s not 
wrong there), makes the 
whole affair feel like a tepid 
high school play. 

Taking Woodstock de¬ 
picts the historic three- 
day concert of 1969 from 
the point of view of Elliot 


Teichberg, a man who 
helped to bring the festi¬ 
val to the small town 
where his parents owned 
a motel. 

You’d also expect more 
from a director like Ang 
Lee, who does nothing to 
reinvent any cliches we 


might have in mind about 
far-out hippies and the 
stodgy, conservative gener¬ 
ation before them. 

The only breath of fresh 
air comes from a handful 
of accomplished actors, 
such as Liev Schrieber and 
Paul Dano, who prove 


even within their tiny 
cameo parts that comedy 
and pathos can be drawn 
out of the weakest script. 

Demetri Martin may be a 
great comedian, but his 
acting career should be as 
short-lived as our amuse¬ 
ment with this film. 


Avatar tickets on sale 


James Cameron’s Avatar 
won’t reach movie the¬ 
atres for almost four 
months, but tickets for 
the much-hyped sci-fi ac¬ 
tion movie are already on 
sale. 

Touted as a potential wa¬ 
tershed release — display¬ 
ing the creative possibili¬ 
ties of both 3-D cinema 
and motion-capture pro¬ 
duction techniques — 
Avatar is scheduled for a 
global bow Dec. 18. 
Cameron’s Lightstorm En¬ 
tertainment is co-produc- 
ing with distributor 20th 
Century Fox, which has 
been stoking exhibitors’ 
appetite for the release 
through screenings of ex¬ 
tended clip reels from the 
film. 

Recently, the studio 
staged public screenings of 
a special 16-minute Avatar 
trailer at 100 Imax the¬ 
aters. Now, AMC has decid¬ 
ed to sell tickets to the 
movie’s opening-day mid¬ 
night performances. 

Online ticlceters MovieT- 
ickets.com and Fandango 


began ringing up sales for 
Avatar performances at 
more than 75 AMC loca¬ 
tions, most of them Imax 
3-D venues. 

“Tickets being put on 
sale for a film four months 
in advance is unheard of,” 
MovieTiclcets executive 
vice president Joel Cohen 
said. “The fact that tickets 
have already been sold re¬ 
ally speaks to the tremen¬ 
dous buzz the film has al¬ 
ready created and the pow¬ 
er of James Cameron at the 
box office.” 

Avatar is Cameron’s first 
dramatic feature since 
1997’s Titanic, which is 
still the highest-grossing 
film of all time. 

“Audiences are hungry 
for fresh fare with original 
storytelling,” Fandango 
spokesman Hariy Medved 
said. “And with Avatar, you 
have no idea where the sto¬ 
ry is going to go.” 

It was unclear if any oth¬ 
er exhibitors will follow 
AMC’s lead in offering ear¬ 
ly advance ticketing for 
the film. reuters

Reggae’s bright light 

Matisyahu creates the most diverse album of his career

When Matisyahu, an 
orthodox Jew from Brook¬ 
lyn, became a reggae sen¬ 
sation seemingly 
overnight, you couldn’t 
help but wonder if this 
was just a strange 
gimmick. After all it’s not 
everyday you see a beard¬ 
ed, kippah-wearing father 
of two jamming out like 
he’s Bob Marley. But, three 
years after releasing 
Youth, his hit sophomore 
record, Matthew Paul 
Miller is still as popular as 
ever. 

That fact that his new al¬ 
bum, Light, is high on 
many people’s must-have 
lists is all the more impres¬ 
sive considering he hasn’t 
released a disc since 2006 
and didn’t tour for chunks 
of 2008 and 2009. 

“The next record I make 
I’ll tiy to not wait so long 
before I get started with 
it,” he says on the phone 
from his home in Brook¬ 
lyn. “I didn’t want to work 
on the record while I was 
touring, but I was on the 
road for a while after the 
first record came out.” 

He eventually stopped 
travelling to work on the 
disc, then took time to find 


the right promotion team, 
and just before he was 
originally scheduled to re¬ 
lease the record — in 2008 
— he decided to make 
some changes to his songs. 

“It was a learning curve, 
but I now have the sense of 
how to get these things 
done faster,” he says. 

The final product might 
surprise some of his die¬ 
hard fans — it’s a lot less 
reggae than his previous 
disc. We Will Walk sounds 
like a U2-meets-Sublime 
mash-up, Escape’s verses 
are straight-up hip-hop, 


and Motivate has a Linlcin 
Parlc-esque rock chorus. 
There are still plenty of the 
reggae-lite sounds that 
made him famous, but this 
is easily Matisyahu’s most 
diverse effort of his career. 

There’s also a bit of a 
shift lyrically. The singer 
doesn’t talk as explicitly 
about Torah or God as he 
did on the last disc. But 
that doesn’t mean the 
songs weren’t inspired by 
his religion. 

“I’ll take an idea from a 
story or prayer, or a con¬ 
cept from the Hasidic phi¬ 


losophy and find some¬ 
thing that really gets me 
going,” he explains. “I’ll 
think about that idea and 
how it resonates in me and 
try to write from an intu¬ 
itive place.” 

For Matisyahu, just the 
act of playing and connect¬ 
ing with an audience is 
spiritual too. 

“That’s where the real 
love is happening,” he says. 
“It gives me a certain 
strength to continue. I feel 
involved in something 
that’s bigger than I am and I 
can’t stand in the way of it.”

Instead of making 
the crowd wait, Pearl Jam 
has decided to quickly pull 
together an acoustic set. 
Pearl Jam will open for 
themselves tonight. 

Up on the second floor 
of the venue, we can hear 
songs like Alive and Cor 
duroy blaring from cars in 
the parking lot. He pays 
this no notice. A decade 
ago, Eddie had a rep as an 
introverted loner, some¬ 
one whose relationship 
with fame was complicat¬ 
ed. Today, though, he’s 


about as outgoing and con¬ 
genial as a human can be. 

“We’ve been through 
enough with this band that 
this could be one of the 
better times,” he says, “It 
was well earned. And I 
guess that’s why you want 
to keep it together because 
this is the good stuff.” 

I mention that Pearl Jam 
is one of the few surviving 
bands from the 
original Seat¬ 
tle days.

We definitely lost a few. 
You think, ‘Wow, it must 
be hard to keep a band to¬ 
gether.’ It hasn’t been easy 
for us. But if it can’t be 
easy to be in a rock band, 
what’s the point of life?”

Pearl Jam album is called 
Backspaces a word that’s 
been floating around the 
Pearl Jam world for a 
while. Fans first heard it 
when Pearl Jam sponsored 
a leatherback turtle race. 
National Geographic 
tagged a series of turtles 
with GPS devices to see 
which one reached 
their winter 

homes in the 
southern 
Caribbean first. 
Pearl Jam’s tur¬ 
tle smoked ‘em 
all.

up another smoke. “I was 
doing a bit of sculpture 
with typewriter keys, mak¬ 
ing a mosaic. And as I was 
putting these words to¬ 
gether, I realized that I had 
written ‘The Who.’

And then I wrote the name 
of our band and it looked 
really great. And then I 
saw a key that said ‘back- 
spacer.’ And that key must 
have come off a typewriter 
from the late ‘20s.” 

“We don’t have ‘back¬ 
space’ keys anymore,” I 
point out. “We have 
‘delete’ keys.” 

Eddie laughs. “Yes, but 
backspace keys mean you 
have to go back and look at 
your mistakes.”

Paradise Falls is going gay

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McCartney recalls 1960s death rumours 


Beatles Former Beatle Paul 
McCartney has described 
rumors that he had died, 
which surfaced nearly 40 
years ago, as “ridiculous” 
and an “occupational haz¬ 
ard” for a member of one 
of the world’s biggest 
bands. 

The conspiracy theory 
began in October, 1969, 
when a Detroit-based DJ 
claimed that the three oth¬ 
er Beatles — Ringo Starr, 
John Lennon and George 
Harrison — had recruited a 
look-alike replacement for 
McCartney after he died in 
1966. 

He argued that because 
the man “posing” as Mc¬ 
Cartney on the cover of the

Beatles’ 1969 album Abbey 
Road had bare feet meant 
it represented a corpse, 
and that the number plate 
on a car in the photograph 
was LMW 28IF — denoting 
McCartney’s age, if he had 
lived. 

“It was funny, really,” 
McCartney, 67, told MOJO 
music magazine in an in¬ 
terview. 


“But ridiculous. It’s an 
occupational hazard: peo¬ 
ple make up a story and 
then you find yourself hav¬ 
ing to deal with this ficti¬ 
tious stuff. 

“I think the worst thing 
that happened was that I 
could see people sort of 
looking at me more close¬ 
ly: Were his ears always 
like that?”’ 

He said that he had bare 
feet in the famous record 
sleeve image because he 
had kicked off his sandals, 
and that the car parked in 
the background was “ran¬ 
dom.” 

“It was madness,” he re¬ 
called.

U.S. musicians 
embrace dance 


Electronic dance music 
with heavy bass, unknown 
vocalists and mixed by 
club disc jockeys regularly 
tops pop charts in Europe, 
but in America such music 
has been an underground 
genre with little 
mainstream success. 

While disc jockeys such 
as Moby, Fatboy Slim and 
Paul Oalcenfold have had a 
string of mainstream hits 
in Britain, their success as 
artists in the United States 
has been limited to the 
dance chart, with rare ap¬ 
pearances in the Billboard 
Hot 100 chart, which ranks 
the most popular singles of 
all genres. 

But French DJ David 
Guetta predicts that will 
change, saying U.S. hip- 
hop and pop stars featured 
on his new album, One 
Love, which was released 
this week, so embraced the 
genre that they could 
boost its mainstream ap¬ 
peal in the United States. 

“It’s my fourth album, so 
I was looking for a new 
sound, and a lot of people 
here in the hip-hop indus¬ 
try and in R&B are feeling 
a bit like they are going in 
circles and using the same 
recipe,” Guetta said. 

“If all those big Ameri¬ 
can acts are interested in 
this kind of sound, I think 
it means it’s going to be re¬ 
ally big in America in the 
next year,” said Guetta, 
who also helped produce 
the Black Eyed Peas cur¬ 
rent No. 1 U.S. hit I Gotta 
Feeling. 

“There is a real Ameri¬ 
can brand embracing it,” 
he said. 

Guetta’s new album fea¬ 
tures stars such as Kelly 
Rowland, will.i.am from 
the Black Eyed Peas, Alcon 
and Ne-Yo, and has already 
produced No. 1 hit singles 
in Britain, Australia, France 
and other European coun¬ 
tries, and two singles that 
made it onto the Billboard 
Hot 100, peaking at No. 76. 

“Guetta knows what he’s 
doing here. Bring America 
to the club? Nah. He’ll 
bring the club to America,” 
wrote Los Angeles music 


critic Mikael Wood. 

Experts are split on why 
such dance music has 
failed to set the charts 
alight in the United States. 
Some say club music has 
been unable to compete 
with live music in the Unit¬ 
ed States, and others note 
that American audiences 
find it hard to identify 
with an artist who mixes 
music but doesn’t sing. 

In the United States, 
dance music is classified as 
electronic and accounts for 
one per cent of sales, ac¬ 
cording to The NPD Group, 
while in Britain dance mu¬ 
sic makes up eight per cent 
of sales, according to 
British music industry 
group BPI. 

“In America it’s always 
difficult for ‘dance’ music 
to be popular in the main¬ 
stream,” said Keith 
Caulfield, a music analyst 
with Billboard. “Songs that 
are dance-orientated have 
always been popular, it’s 
just that dance often has to 
be disguised in different 
kinds of ways for it to 
break through.” 

“When I look at our cur¬ 
rent Hot 100 chart there’s 
a lot of songs that strike 
me as a dance song, but 
dance has taken different 
forms in order to reach the 
masses,” he said. He adds 
DJs are more likely to have 
mainstream U.S. success 
teaming with well-known 
artists from other genres, 
which essentially “disguis¬ 
es” the dance music. 

Music expert and author 
John Swenson said dance 
music has been popular in 
various forms in the U.S. 
for the past few decades 
“when technology first en¬ 
abled DJs to be the real 
stars of popular music.” 

“At a time when live mu¬ 
sic is becoming less and 
less relevant in New York 
City clubs, I guess you can 
say it’s more popular than 
ever,” he said. “The real 
reason club music took 
over outside of the United 
States is that the live musi¬ 
cians weren’t good enough 
to match it.”

1 tbsp (15 ml) finely 
chopped onion 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil, di¬ 
vided 

2 tbsp (25 ml) butter, 
divided 

1/4 cup (50 ml) beef broth 
16 uncooked medium 
shrimp, peeled and 
deveined 

1 tbsp (15 ml) minced 
fresh parsley 
4 beef tenderloin steaks 

METHOD: 

1. In small skillet, saute 
onion and garlic in 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) oil and 1 tbsp (15 
ml) butter until tender. 
Add broth; cook and stir 1 
minute. Add shrimp; cook 
and stir until shrimp turn 
pink, 3-5 minutes. Add 
parsley. 


2. Meanwhile, make hori¬ 
zontal cut three-fourths of 
way through each steak. 
Place three shrimp in each 
pocket. Cover remaining 
shrimp and sauce for gar¬ 
nish; set aside and keep 
warm. 

3. In large skillet, heat re¬ 
maining oil and butter 
over medium-high heat. 
Add steaks; cook until 
meat reaches desired 
doneness (10-13 minutes 
for medium), turning 
once. Top with remaining 
shrimp and sauce.
